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1. The interpretation of the sentence contained in , 

b. "KUEPPERS is In contact with Mira CLERICI or CLERICI, secretary to RAHN 
in Italy and married to fnu GIOMINI, etc.” as given in reference a. Is, we 
believe, not quite correct. The Memorandum for Record from which the above 
was quoted was written, apparently, on the basis of hasty notes taken dur- 
ing the conference and is not always clear. It is believed that the sen- 
tence quoted above intends to say that CLERICl/CLIRICI Is married to fnu 
GIOMINI. The sentence is certainly not clear and the whole memo takes a 
certain amount of interpreting . 

2 . The above suggestion is supported by the material on KUEPPERS found 

in 1700 pages of material forwarded to MB with EGMW-7716, 29 April 1953* S “ «

Checking EGLA-8255 of 15 April 1954 (unfortunately this reference 
was not carded in MB and thus missed when reference b. was written), it is 
noted that the information on KUEPPERS under MGKW-4656, 18 April 1950, head- 
ed a ZIPPER report, states that "as a letter drop, HAS (obviously Karl 
Theodor HASS or Carlo HAAS/RASS) used a Mrs. GUDUNI" whloh explains the 
quote from the Memo for Record listed in paragraph one above .
